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[Our Parla pttira contain four Bul­ 
letins frorathe Emperor Nap^eon» ad- 
dressed to tbe Emp|wss Queen-^The 
three first give the details ofsereral 
military movements» end some severe 
actions betyrten the French troops and 
the Allies» up to the Ifth uh. in ail of 
which Napdleon claims the victory. In 
the last Unttle, that of\Vachau»he ptates 
the total loss of the French at 3»foa 
men» ’whilst that of the Allies he esti-, 
mates» vrithout exaggeration, at 35,000 
men !! 1 The fourth bulletin» which 
ia the most intereating» is as follows.] 
Pams» OcTonnn So 
Her Majesty the Empress has receive 
ad the following intelligence respect­ 
ing the situation of the army on the 34th 
October* 


The battle of Wachau disconcerted 
all the enemy's projects» but his army 
was so numerous'that ho had still re* 
sources. .H e hastily called in during 
the nigitt», the corps which he had left 
upon the Saale ; he pressed the mai£h 
of General Bennigsen, who ar^ved 
with 40,000 men. After the retreating 
movement which he made on the ' 6tli, 
in the evening, and dudng the night» 
the enemy occupied a fine position two 
leagues in the rear. It wu requisite 
to employ the 17th in rccounoitering» 
and fully determine upon tbe point of 
attack. That day was besides necessary 
to allow the parks of reserve to arrive 
and replace the 80,000 cannon ball» 
which,had been consumed in, the battle. 
The enemy had therefore time to aasem« 
ble hie troops wnich he had dispersed, 
when he delivered himself up to his 
chimerical projects» and to receive the 
reinforcement which he expected. 


Having adviee of the arrival of those 
reinforcements and knowing tbit the 
enemy's position was very strong, the 
Emperor dour ruined upon drawing 
him , upon different ground 
On the 
I8ih, at 3 in the morning» he approach 
cd within two leagues of Leipsic, and 
placed his army» on the right at Con 
iiewitt, the ceptre at Probstheyde» left 
at Strctterits, placing himself in the 
nill.pf Ta. On his sidf the Prince of 
Moskwa, placed the troops.opposite tho 
Silesian army upon the, Purtbai the 
6th corps at ¡Schacufcld» and the 3d 
and the 7th , along » the Pai tha at. 
Neuticd ,, and Teekla. 
I'he Dnke 
of Padua* with General Dombrowaki,* 
guarded the po»ition and the suburb of 
Leipsic, upon the Halle Road. At 
three in tbe morning the Emperor was 
at the village of Scndinau. He ordered 
Gen. Bertrand to march upon Lutsen 
and Wcissenfels, to scour and to secure 
thePdebouchcs from the Saale, and the 
communication with Erfurt The ene­ 
my's light troops dispersed, and at noou 
General Bertrand was mister of Weis- 
sensels» and of the bridge upon the 
Saale. Having thus insured his com­ 
munication«, the Emperor firmly await- 
oil the enemy. 


At niue o'clock the scout&announced 
that he was marching upoti the whole 
line. At ten the cannonade commenc­ 
ed» P' incc Poniatowski and Geo. Lef^ 
defended the bridge of Connewits. The 
King of Naples» with the 2d corps, was 
at Probstheyde, and the Duke of Ta- 
rente at Holtsbausen. 


All the enemy'e efforts during the 
duy agaiitst Connewita and Probatheyde 
failed. The Duke of Tarente was 
reached at l^oltahausen; the Emperor 
ordered him to place himself at Stoet- 
teritz. The cannonade was terrible. 
The Duke of Castiglione who defended 
a wood upon the centre» maintained 
himself in it all the day. The old 
guard was placed in reserve, upon au 
elevation* forming four large emu pins, 
directed upon the four principal points 
of attack. The Duke of Reggie was 
sent to support Prince Pouiatowski, 
and the Duke of Tarente to guardjtbe 
debouches from the town of Liepsic. 
' The success of the battle was in tbe 
village of Probstheyde. The eneny 
} four timtss attacked it with considera­ 
ble Jorce ¿ tour times he waa repulsed» 
with Rreat loss. 
; 


Ai five in the evening the Emperor 
ordered t|UL£CiS£ve.of artillery to ad 
vancfc aM :d^ofe biick all the force of 
the enemy who removed-, a league 
from Hic filld of battle. During this 
time tbe* Silesian army attacked the 
*il>urbs of H»Ue i this »tuck, renewed 
I g‘ 
linpbec of times during the 
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grand tray «i ihal iMe ^here the Ern­ 
ie Mr was. Butait thla wiement, the 


cayalry» deserted to the enemy. There 
only remained of the Saxon nrmv, 
Gen. Ztschou, who comnumded it In 
chief and iOO men. . 


This -treason not only caused an 
opening in our lines, but gate up to 
the enemy thé important débouché 
confided to the Salon army—which car­ 
ried its infismy to such a height* as im 
mediately to turn its 40 pelces ot çan- 
non against Duretés divisioo. A mo* 
ment’s disorder followed ; the enem^ 
passed the Partha, and marched upon 
Rudnitx, of which he obuined po^sss- 
sion ( he waa no more than hslf a league 
fromLelpsic. 
, 


The Empfror sent his mounted 
guard» commanded by Gen. Nansouly, 
with 30 pieces of artillery* in order to 
take in flank the troops which were ad­ 
vancing along the Partha to attack 
Leipsic. He marched himself with à di­ 
vision of the, guard to the village of 
Rudnits. Thé promptitude of these 
movement» re-established order ¿the 
viliage was re-taken» and the enemy 
driven to a distance. 
t 


The field of battle remained wholly 
in our power, and the French army re­ 
mained victorious in the fields of Leip- 
sic, as it bad in the fields of Wachau. 
At night, the fire of our rannon had at 
all points repulsed to a league’s dis­ 
tance from the field of battle the ene­ 
my's, force. 


The Generals of’division Vial and 
Rochambeau, died gloriously | Our loss 
on this day, may, be estimated at 4,000 
killed and wounded, that of the enemy 
must have been extrtmely considerable. 
He took no prisoners from us» and we 
have taken from him SOOmcn. At si» 
in the evening the Emperor ordered 
the disposition for the following day. 
But at 7 o'clock» General«» Soucham 
and Dulauloy, commanding the artillery 
of the army of the guard, came to his 
bivouac to give him an account of the 
consumption of the day, 95,000 cannon 
balls had oeen fired ; they said the re­ 
serves were exhauated ; that there did 
not remain more than 16,000 cannon 
bulls, that would be scarcely sufficient 
to support a fire for two h^urs, and that 
afterwards they would be without am 
munition for ulterior events j ih*t the 
army during five daye had fined more 
than 220,000 caonon balls, and that they 
could only be re-supplied with them at 
Magdeburg or Erfuth. This state of 
things rendered a speedy movement up­ 
on one of our gcaud depots necessary 
Tho Emperor decided.upon Erfurt, for 
the same reason which decided him to 
come to Leipsic, to be at hand to appre 
ciate the influence, of the defection o ’ 
iiavar|a. 
The Emperor immediately 
gave orders tint the bagggge» the park» 
and the artillery, ahould pass the defile» 
of Lindcriau; he gave the same order 
to the cavalry,,and to the different corps 
d'armce, and he came to the Prussian 
hotel, in the suburbs of Leipsic, where 
he arrived at 9 in tbe evening. 


This circumstance obliged theFrench 
army» to renounce the fruit of two vic­ 
tories» in which it had, with much glo- 


i . y beaten troops much superior in num­ 
ber, of the armies of all the Continent 


But thé moment was not without 
difficulty.——From Leipsic to JUndenau 
there is a defile of two leagues, cross­ 
ed by 5 or 6 bridges.—It was propos­ 
ed to place 6000 men and sixty pieces 
of cannon in the town of Leipsic, which 
has ramparts; to occupy |Çat town as 
the head of the defile, and wum its vast 
suburbs, in order to prevent the enemy 
lodging himself in them, and to give 
scope to our artillery placed upon the 
ramparts. 


However odious the treason of the 
Saxon army wm» the Emperor could not 
resolve to destroy one of the finest to was 
in German^» and deliver it up to all 
kinds of di»order inseparable from such 
a defence* andthat too under the eyea 
of a King, who from Dresden bad been 
pleased to accompany the Emperçr» and 
Who was so deeply afflicted ^ the con­ 
duct of his army. The Emperor rattier 
chose to expose himself to the loss of 
hundreds of waggons« than adopt this 
barbarous plan. 


At the bresk of day, all the parks, the 
baggage» all the artillery, the cavalry, 
rUe guard, and two-thirda of (bn army, 
bad paaaed the defiie* 
>

the Jting-—He left, that Prince at liberty 
to do what Im liked W » and oot to

A SaxoU battalion had Men formed at 
Dr|fden, and joined to the young guard. 
The Emperor made h form at Lflpsic, 
before the Ring's palace, to aenre him 
as a guard, to protect him from the first 
movements' of the enemy.«— Half an 
hour after, he Went to f^pdenau, tn wait 
the re-evacuation of Leipsic, and see 
the ftoops pass the advanced posts, and 
put <hemselves.in mareh. However, the 
enemy wu not long in learning, that 
the greater part of the armybad wuhted 
Leipsic, and (hat there only remiined in 
it a strong rear guard—He briskly at­ 
tacked the Duke of Tarfnte and Prince 
Poniatowski} he* was several times »e- 
pulsed,and all in defending the suburbs; 
our rear guard operated its retreat; but 
the Sapons, who remained in the town, 
fired on our troops from abdv 
parts, which caused the re| 
accelerated, end a little disorder. 


Tho £mpbror had ordered the engi- 
neors tVform some tilings under the. 
great Bridge, which ia between Leipsic 
and Lindenau, in order to blow it up at 
last moment; thus to retard the e-

nemy's march, and to give time to the 
lMg«age to file. Gen Dularoy had 
charged Col. Montfort with this opera­ 
tion. The Col. in place of remaining 
on the epot» to direct ‘ and gfre the ^g- 
nal, had ordered « corporal and four 
miners to blow the bridge up ae soon as 
the enemy should presen^himself. The 
corporal, a man without judgment, and 
badly comprehending his mission, hear­ 
ing the first fire of musketry from tiie 
ramperts of the town,set fire to thomine, 
and blew up |the bridge ; a part of the 
army was still on the other side, with a 
park of 80 cannon, and some hundreds 
of carriagea. 


The head of thst part of the army 
which arrived at the bridge, seeing it 
blown up, believed that it was in the e- 
nemy's power, a frightful cry propegat 
ed itself from rank' to rank—“ the ene­ 
my is upon our rear, and the bridges 
are cut off !**—These unfortunates dis 
banded, and endeavoured to save them­ 
selves. The Duke of Tarente passed 
the river, tyr swimming; Count Lau- 
riston, less happy, was drowned; Prince 
Poniatowski mounted upon a fiery 
horse, dashed into the water, and ap' 
peered no more !—The Emperor was 
not informed of this disaster^ till it was 
too late to remedy it j no remedy could 
even have been possible ^Coi. Mont­ 
fort, and the corporal of miners, have 
been transferred to a council of war. 


We cannot yet calculate the losses 
occasioned by this unfortunate event t 
but, by approximation, we carry them 
to 13,000 men, and several burureds o!' 
carriages. The disorders which it has 
carried into the army have changed the 
situation of things. 
The French victo- 
riout army arrived at Erfurt, at a beat 
en army »houtd have arrived. 


It is impossible to describe the regret 
which tbe army feels for Prince Ponia 
towski, Count Lauriston, and all the 
brave men who perished in consequence 
of this fatal event. 


We have no account of Gen. Reg 
nier. We are ignorant whether he ha* 
been taken or killed 
One may eaaily 
pcrceive the profound grief of the Em­ 
peror, who sees, by an inatttention to 
his prudent dispositions, the result of so 
many fatigue tend labours vanish ! 


On the 19th the Emperor slept at 
Markranstadt} the Duke of Reggio re­ 
mained at Lindenau. On the 30th the 
Emperor passed the Saale at Weissen- 
fels. jQn the 31st the army pa»sed the 
Unstreet; at Preybourg, Gen. Beitrend 
took a position upon tho heights of Co- 
esien. On the 33d the Emperor slept 
at the village of Ollendorf—The 33d he 
arrived at Erfurt.—The enemy, terri­ 
fied with the battles of the 16thand 18th, 
resumed by the disaater ef the 19th, tbe 
courage and the superiority of victory. 
The Fiench army, after such brilliant 
success 
has lost 'is victorious attitude. 
We have found in Erfurt provisions« 
ammunition, clothing, shoes, end every 
thing for which the army could have

All these charges had a fortunate vc ' 
suit The enemy's cavalry waa over 
thrown, and sabred i many aquareaof 
infantry were broken; the Austrian re* 
giment Jordis and the Hulans of Princ« 5 
Schwartaenburgh were entirely de­ 
stroyed. The enemy precipitately a* 
bandened the road of Frankfort which 
he blockaded, and all the grotmd oiecu- 
pied by his left. He retreated and aoon^ 
fell into complete route. 


It was * o'clock, the enemy made an 
effort on their right to disengage their

left and give time to the latter to re­ 
tire. Gen.Triant sent two batudlions . 
of the old guafd le a farm-house situat­ 
ed on the old road to Hanau. The ene-;. 
my was driven from it, and. his right 
compelled to retreat Before 6 in the 
evening be had repassed in route the. * 
little river Kinxig, 


The victory was complete. The cne* 
my who pretended to block up ther 
whole country, was obliged to evacuate 
the road ofllai.au and Frankfort.

are made to fight our enemy through itt 
agency, lu thit way» and by your re* 
strictive measure^ said he, commerce^ 
haa been reduced fiom itt proud eleva­ 
tion to a pitiful remnant ; ^ d you have 
lately pasted | law» av/eeping that rem­ 
nant from the ocean ; and all this has 
been done under the constitutional pow­ 
er given to thia government for regulat­ 
ing Commerce ! You act like bungling 
mechanics, in whose hands delicate ma- 
chlnet are entrusted—and %vho atop 
their motioo. In attempting^ to amend 
them.

Clay 
and Jlu3»eil has. greatly depressed our 
i)op«s, and diminishtîd our confidence 
6f Afi bottorable and favorable rcf|ilt to 
thu missiati.—îSoioe tate cauti^« allol 
in the National tnieiligcncer,(the known 
or^un of the Adiaiuiatration) are bt|t too 
well calcuUtt:d to p«'oduce a belief, tlut 
the Government are disposed to perse­ 
vere in the umiaturul and unprofitable 
contest.—-Th* Picaideht appeara ex­ 
tremely solicitous todischargo some 
great oblitçutions to Mr. Russell | and 
if tliu nutui'o of those (^ligations are 
such as was aurmised. at the time they 
were said to b«-incarred, they «bould be 
far from ci oating any confident« in the 
utility of ilia services, either as a Nego- 
ciiiior fur Peace with Great*Biitain, or 
Ambassador Plenipotentiary to the 
Court of Sweden.
